It is noted that claims 29-33, 43 and 45 do not encompass pyrene and thus are 
withdrawn from consideration. Merely because these claims depend upon a generic claim does 
not mean that they are drawn to pyrene. 

Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 22b is unclear as to what the activities and sources are. 

Claims 1-10, 13-16, 22-27 and 44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Baum et al. 

Baum teaches, especially on pg. 848, making soot in an acetylene flame. The presence of 
pyrene is deemed inherent, since the same step disclosed in the specification is performed. 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/25/01 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Claim 22 is too vague; given that the material is transformed to the product, it must be 
specified to a reasonable degree. Since Baum performs the same process, the same material 
results therefrom. Claims 1 1, 12, 17-21, 28 and 34-42 are allowable since the conditions and 
steps are not taught to recover pyrene. The claims should be amended to recite the formation of 
the elected material. 
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Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
